In the event of a depression, 
Clague said, people 45 and old- 
er will be a powerful group at 
the polls. If there were any 
great number of unemployed, 
he added, this group probably 
would work toward earlier re- 
tirement on pension.

| WASHINGTON, (® — Demo- 
crats drove through the House 
ways and means committee on a 
17 to 8 vote today a bill restor- 
ing until June 12, 1951, the full 
powers of the old reciprocal trade 
law. 

President Truman _ requested 
the legislation, telling Congress 
it is needed to remove hobbles 
put on trade negotiations by the 
GOP tariff law passed in 1948. 

He said full operation of the 
trade act would build world com- 
merce and promote peace. 

Two Republicans—Reps. Kean 
(NJ) and Holmes (Wash)—join- 
ed 15 Democrats in support of 
the measure. Opposing were 
eight Republicans. 

The legislation will go to the 
House for debate next week, with 
a vote expected Wednesday. 

It gives the President power, 
without any reference to Con- 
gress, to cut American duties up 
to 50 per cent below January 1, 
1944 tariffs, in trade pacts with

China President 
May Visit Reds 
In Peace Effort 


NANKING, (#) — Acting 
President Li Tsung-Jen may fly to 
communist territory to try for 
peace. 

Sources close to Li said today he 
had the flight under consideration 
but that it would be made only 
if all other peace efforts col- 
lapsed. 

Li is high on the commuist list 
of war criminals. Many doubt 
that he could make more than a 
local peace involving Nanking, 
Shanghai and Hankow and the 
rest of the lower Yangtze valley. 

In Shanghai, Robert Doyle of 
Time and Life magazines report- 
ed seeing a battle raging on the 
north bank of the Yangtze river 
near Kiangyin, between Nanking 
and Shanghai. 

Taken Aboard 

Doyle was aboard the British 
frigate Black Swan which was an- 
chored in Kiangyin harbor when 
the fighting started with light. and 
Medium “artillery” barrages. 
said the gighting was still in-prog- 
ress at dawn when the Black 
Swan left for Shanghai. 

He said the air was fille@ with 
shells and tracer bullets. 

Two Chinese destroyers and two 
smaller Chinese naval craft were 
anchored off Kiangyin but made 
no motion to join the fight, Doyle 
said. He described at least a doz- 
en fires over a two niile stretch of 
the river bank. 

This is the first report of any 
fighting along the Yangtze. 

The absence-of strong military 
forces from the Nanking area 
strengthened the belief Li is mak- 
ing some progress toward a Yang~= 
tze peace pact. 

Can’t Make Pact 

However, “the time has passed,” 
said one Chinese leader “when Li 
or anyone other Chiang Kai-Shek 
can make a national agreement. 
There is doubt that Chiang could 
make a pact binding on all areas 
of China.” 

Delivery of the lower Yangtze 
from Hankow to the sea in ex- 
change for concessions would re- 
semble the transaction by which 
Gen. Fu Tso-Yi surrendered Pei-

Hospital. 
Meeting Due 


SACRAMENTO, (7) — A state 
conference is being ‘very scriously 
considered” for planning expan- 
sion and improvements Califor- 
nia’s mental hospital system, Gov- 
ernor Warren announces. 

He told newsmen it would be 
held in Sacramento possibly 
Within six weeks. Federal, state 
and local officials would be in- 
vited, Warren said, to discuss ex- 
pansion of the facilities. 

Warren spoke in detail of the 
need for more and better facili- 
ties. Of the 37,000 patients in 
mental institutions he said: 

“They're entitled to every pri- 
ority and comfort. © The ‘over- 
crowding is deplorable.” 

Warren pointed out that DeWitt 
hospital at Auburn and Hammand 
institution at Modesto were taken 
over from the Federal government 
after the war and are of tempor- 
ary construction. Some of the 
buildings are already obsolete, he 
held, yet 5,800 patients are being 
cared for in the two hospitats. 

The Governor said conditions are 
worse in the south because the 
two surplus hospital properties 
are in the north and an effort is 
made to keep patients near their 
homes.
